ONE FOR MACKINTOSH 

John Mackintosh, Independent, 
member for Bow Valley, scored his 
first victory in the legislature re- 
cently when he succeeded in having 
passed an amendment curtailing 
bands of horses running at large 
throughout the irrigation block.

A NEW CALENDAR 

It seems quite certain that a new 
ealendar will be adopted through- 
out the world before many more 
years have passed. 

As the public learns of the advan- 
“tages,and simplicity of a new .cal- 
endar the desire for it grows, and 
it will be only a matter of a_ few 
years before it is adopted. 

It seems desirable to equalize 
number of working days _ in the 
months, in the quarters and in the 
half years. Also it seems desir- 
able in our ordinary life that the 
lengths of the months be more re- 
gular, and that the calendar be 
“perpetual,” that is, that the years 
all begin on the same day of the 
week, and also that any particular 
date always falls on, the same day 
of the week. 

Mr. Cotsworth, a Canadian, is 
sponsor of a new calendar contain- 
ing 13 months of 28 days each. The 
new month would be called Sol, 
and would be inserted between June 
and July. The calendar year would 
contain 364 days, and the 865th day 
following Dec. 28, would be a uni- 
versal holiday, and in leap year an- 
other universal holiday would be in- 
serted near the middle of the year. 

Opposition to the thirteen month 
calendar was voiced at the League 
of Nations discussions on calendar 
reform. The fact that 13 is not 
integrally divisible into halves or 
quarters for commercial accounting 
militates against its adoption. The 
extra labor cost in the use of such 


the 


a calendar would be an additioal 
expense in accounting, and prepar- 
ing monthly statements. Dates 
would also have to be considerably 
changed, those near the middle of 
the present calendar year being 
shifted half a month. 

Another suggestion for a new 
calendar would retain twelve 
month of four identical quarters, 


each quarter having three months 
of 31, 30, 30 days respectively. Jan- 
uary first would come on Sunday, 
February would start on Wednesday 
and March would begin on Friday 
and end on Saturday. Then April, 
May and June would repeat Janu- 
ary, February, and March, and like- 
wise the two quarters, July, August, 
September, and October, November, 
December. This would take care 
of 364 days. The 365th day would 
be an international holiday follow- 
ing December 30th, and would not 
have any week-day name. Similar- 
ly, in leap year, an extra holiday, 
not to count as any week day, 
would be put in, probably after June 
30.
